Maintain  Honor  Roll  for  Grads  In  Service 

More  than  3600  graduates  and  former  students  of  Waukegan  Township  high  school  have  eiv 
tered  the  service  of  their  country  during  World  War  II.  As  this  goes  to  press  in  May,  24  are  missing, 
10  are  prisoners  of  war,  and  87  have  paid  the  supreme  sacrifice.  The  young  men  and  women  still  in 
active  service  are  stationed  all  over  the  world  and  are  doing  a  fine  job  of  fighting  this  war. 

In  honor  of  these  men  and  women,  Waukegan  Township  high  school  has  established  a  service 
honor  roll.  At  present  there  are  3,644  names  on  the  roll.  The  original  service  roll  bulletin  board  in  the 
Junior  corridor  has  been  expanded  into  three  separate  sections,  and  all  these  are  now  about  full. 

The  painstaking  task  of  keeping  the  service  honor  roll  up  to  date  is  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Hazel 
Hurlbutt  and  Mr.  Veairnell  White,  and  their  student  committees.  The  information  for  the  roll  is  ob' 
tained  from  draft  board  officials,  school  authorities,  newspapers,  and  from  the  families  and  friends  of 
those  in  service. 

Each  new  name  is  posted  in  alphabetical  order  on  the  roll.  When  a  man  or  woman  is  reported 
missing,  or  as  being  a  prisoner  of  war,  a  notation  is  made  next  to  his  name.  When  a  person  is  reported 
killed,  a  gold  star  is  placed  after  his  name  on  the  honor  roll.  There  are  87  gold  stars  on  our  roll  to  date. 

Because  of  the  many  changes  in  the  honor  roll,  errors  may  be  made  which  cannot  be  immediately 
corrected,  but  the  committee  does  its  best  to  keep  the  honor  roll  authentic  and  up  to  date. 

To  the  teachers  and  students  who  have  unselfishly  spent  hours  of  time  and  patient  effort  in  main' 
taining  the  School's  Service  Honor  Roll,  the  high  school  extends  sincere  thanks.  It  is  a  patriotic  service 
the  value  of  which  will  increase  with  the  years. 
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That  We  May  Grow  .  .  . 


W.  T.  H.  S.  is  in  the  midst  of  many  changes  designed  to  help  make  a  good  school  even  better. 

The  Student  Council  has  been  reorganised  in  order  to  give  the  students  more  opportunity  to 
participate  in  the  determination  of  school  policies.  The  Pepper’s  Club  has  been  organised  and  other 
steps  taken  to  increase  school  spirit.  A  social  Committee  has  been  elected  to  enable  students  to  help 
plan  the  social  life  of  the  school.  The  Planning  Commission  comprised  of  student,  faculty,  parent,  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  Board  of  Education  representatives  has  been  organised  to  discuss  and  plan  general  school 
policies.  Public  speaking  and  dramatics  have  been  accorded  full  credit  status.  Aviation  mechanics  has 
been  added  as  a  new  course.  The  school  offices  have  been  remodeled  and  the  administration  reorganised. 
Guidance  services  have  been  expanded  and  improved. 

Now  we  must  move  forward  with  some  of  the  plans  that  have  been  made  for  next  year. 

The  class  periods  will  be  lengthened  in  order  to  provide  more  supervised  study.  All  courses  will 
be  accorded  full  credit  status  and  the  graduation  requirements  revised  accordingly.  Selection  of  courses 
will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  student  needs  rather  than  by  separate  curricula  requirements.  All  stu¬ 
dents  will  receive  the  same  type  of  diploma  at  graduation.  The  ninth  grade  program  will  be  completely 
changed  to  provide  better  for  general  education,  orientation  to  the  school,  and  self -appraisal  of  interests 
and  abilities.  Guidance  services  will  be  further  expanded.  Social  activities,  including  a  boys’  clubroom, 
will  be  planned  for  improvement. 

Outside  the  program  of  the  regular  day  school,  the  night  school  program  was  greatly  expanded 
this  year.  Credit  towards  high  school  graduation  has  been  provided  and  two  semester’s  work  offered  in¬ 
stead  of  one.  A  summer  school  will  be  provided  this  summer  at  the  high  school  to  permit  enrichment  of 
programs,  make-up  of  failed  work,  and  acceleration.  Next  year,  the  night  school  for  adults  will  be  further 
expanded,  particularly  with  the  needs  of  returning  veterans  in  mind. 

What  of  the  future  beyond  next  year?  Prophecy  is  always  dangerous,  but  certain  trends  seem 
desirable.  A  Junior  College  program  needs  to  be  developed  not  only  to  provide  two  years  of  college 
training  in  the  Waukegan-North  Chicago  community,  but  more  important,  to  add  terminal  courses  for 
more  mature  students  planned  in  cooperation  with  local  employers.  There  are  also  building  needs  that 
will  need  to  be  met.  A  new  auditorium,  additional  physical  education  facilities,  new  space  for  fine  and 
speech  arts,  and  new  home  arts  facilities  are  among  these  needs.  Other  matters  will  naturally  come  to 
attention  as  time  goes  on. 

That  we  may  grow  —  that  is  our  motto.  We  must  never  be  satisfied  with  present  achievements. 
To  make  this  possible  will  require  cooperation  from  students,  faculty,  and  community  alike.  This  must 
be  a  very  outstanding  school;  we  will  not  be  satisfied  with  less.

WITH  a  total  of  93  graduating  seniors,  the 
class  of  January,  1945,  was  the  second 
smallest  to  graduate  from  W.T.H.S.  in  the  fifteen 
years  since  midyear  graduations  were  instituted. 
An  important  feature  of  the  class,  and  one  of 
which  its  members  are  justly  proud,  is  the  fact 
that  as  a  class,  the  average  grades  were  one  whole 
percent  higher  than  that  of  any  previous  group.

Student  Council  Reflects  WTHS  Ideals 


The  purpose  of  Student  Council  is  to  provide  an 
organization,  governed  by  the  student  body,  which  will 
concern  itself  with  all  school  activities,  interests,  and 
problems.  It  is  impossible  to  have  each  student  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Council,  but  he  has  his  direct  Council  representa¬ 
tive,  elected  by  his  class  group.  Through  the  elected 
representative,  individual  and  group  opinions  and  desires 
can  be  made  known.  We  in  this  school,  and  in  this 
nation,  believe  in  such  representative  government. 

Our  Council  is  made  up  of  the  following  representa¬ 
tives;  four  officers,  chosen  by  the  student  body  at 
large;  four  general  chairmen,  Booster,  Social,  Victory, 
and  Hall-monitor,  also  chosen  at  large;  eight  representa¬ 
tives  plus  one  eight  o’clock  representative,  elected  by 
their  respective  classes.  Each  of  these  students  serves 
a  term  of  one  year.  Student  Council  meets  three  times 
a  week,  the  last  period  of  the  day,  in  the  room  of  the 
sponsor,  Miss  Eleanor  Moore. 

There  are  nine  class  councils.  These  are  made  up  of 
one  representative  from  each  homeroom  within  the  class. 
The  class  councils  choose  their  own  chairman,  who,  in 
turn,  is  a  member  of  Student  Council.  The  chairman 
calls  regular  meetings  of  his  class  council  to  inform  them 
of  decisions  of  Student  Council,  and  to  gain  a  knowledge 
of  their  opinions  and  proposals. 

The  activities  of  Council  for  the  year  1944-45  have 
been  many  and  varied.  Early  in  October,  after  having 
met  with  Dr.  Trump  for  purposes  of  reorganization,  the 
officers  and  sponsor  met  with  each  class  group  in  school 
to  explain  the  newly  organized  Council.  Also  in  October, 
Council  conducted  a  poll  to  choose  a  nickname  for  our 
athletic  teams.  Since  then,  “Bulldogs”  has  come  to 
symbolize  victory  and  sportsmanship  of  highest  quality. 
In  February,  our  Hallmonitor  chairman,  Mary  Lou 
Moore,  led  the  Council  to  social  success  through  a  dance, 
the  “Penguin  Promenade”.  The  month  of  March  gave 


Secretary  Gertrude  Siegel  an  opportunity  to  sponsor 
the  Foster  Parent  Plan  for  War  Orphans  among  the 
students  .  As  a  result,  Waukegan  High  School  is  the 
proud  parents  of  two  war  orphans.  All  School  assemblies 
have  been  presided  over  by  president,  Richard  Tonigan. 

A  V-E  day  program  was  planned  by  Albert  Nibbe 
and  Richard  John.  April  marked  the  election  and  in¬ 
stallation  of  officers  and  general  chairmen  for  the  year 
1945-46.  The  successful  candidates  were:  president, 
Robert  Hegel;  vice-president,  Arne  Solis;  secretary,  Mary 
Stevens;  treasurer,  Faye  Cannon;  Hallmonitor  chairman, 
Robert  Dalton;  Social  chairman,  Beverly  Simmons; 
Victory  chairman,  Dolores  Kreisel ;  and  Booster  chair¬ 
man,  Lois  Flament.  A  most  impressive  general  assembly 
was  held  at  which  the  newly  chosen  officers  were  ad¬ 
ministered  their  oath  of  office.  Courtesy  and  Cleanup 
campaigns  were  combined  this  year.  Paul  Faster  and 
Gertrude  Siegel  were  chairmen  of  these  important  activ¬ 
ities.  Pride  in  school  appearance  and  personal  good 
manners  were  stressed.  Orientation  day  for  next  fall’s 
entering  freshmen  was  a  most  vital  Council  activity  of 
which  Roseanne  Avila  and  Joan  Mayer  were  co-chair¬ 
men.  The  Social  committee  made  up  of  Charles  Franz, 
John  Fucik,  George  Clark,  Robert  Hegel,  Patricia  Hill, 
Phillip  Leatherman,  with  Audrey  Tindale  and  Mary 
Nibbe  serving  as  co-chairmen,  planned  next  year’s  social 
events.

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Honor  Society  Membership  Is  Top  Award 


Scholarship,  service,  leadership,  and  character 
are  the  ideals  of  this  organization  which  is  affih 
iated  with  the  National  Honor  Society  with 
branch  chapters  in  high  schools  throughout  the 
country.  The  Waukegan  chapter  has  now  been 
in  existence  for  more  than  a  decade.  Election  to 
the  Honor  Society  is  regarded  as  the  highest  honor 
which  the  school  can  bestow  upon  a  student. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  coiv 
stitution  of  the  national  society,  candidates  are 
selected  from  among  the  upper  third  of  their 
class  on  a  scholastic  rating  basis.  These  candidates 
are  then  eligible  to  election  by  the  faculty,  or  by 
some  designated  committee  qualified  to  judge  them 
on  the  qualities  of  Service,  Leadership,  and  Char' 
acter.  On  the  basis  of  the  above  procedure  not 
more  than  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  members  of  any 
one  class  are  eligible  to  election  to  the  Society.

Victory  Council  Is  School  Service  Group 


W.T.H.S.  has  another  new  club  added  to  its  long 
list  of  extra  curricular  activities,  and  it’s  the  Victory 
Council.  The  purpose  of  this  newly  organized  club  is 
to  promote  stamp  and  bond  sales  in  the  homerooms 
and  to  participate  in  other  civic  activities.  The  group 
meets  regularly  Period  A  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Mondays  of  each  month.  The  requirement  to  be  met 
for  membership  in  this  club  is  to  be  elected  as  repre¬ 
sentative  by  the  homeroom.  The  body  chooses  one 
member  to  represent  them  in  the  Student  Council. 

One  of  the  activities  which  was  carried  out  this  year 
was  the  Tin  Can  Drive,  which  was  open  for  IS  days. 
A  majority  of  the  homerooms  did  very  well  in  this  and 
the  $3.00  award  was  given  by  the  Office  of  Civilian 
Defense  to  the  three  homerooms  bringing  in  the  greatest 
number  of  tin  cans.  Jr.  227  brought  in  a  total  of  2,012 
cans,  winning  first  prize,  Jr.  231  brought  in  1,777  tin 
cans  capturing  second  prize  while  the  cafeteria  came  in 
third  with  1,634  tin  cans. 

The  Waste  Paper  drive,  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
Red  Cross,  was  another  special  plan.  With  a  goal  set 
for  30  tons  of  paper  students  set  to  work  to  reach  that 
goal.  There  were  three  different  prizes ;  first  the  individ¬ 
ual  prizes  which  were  awarded  to  the  students  who 
brought  in  the  most  paper.  Ed  Gustisha  brought  in 
2,189  pounds  and  won  first  prize,  a  season  basketball 
ticket;  George  Groat  won  the  $1.00  war  stamp  prize 
for  bringing  in  841  pounds.  Special  prizes  were  awarded 
to  the  homerooms  bringing  in  the  first  ton.  Mr.  Piquette 
Jr.  30  received  first  prize,  a  3  pound  box  of  candy; 
Jr.  345  won  second  prize,  while  Sr.  209  won  the  1  pound 
box  of  candy.  Prizes  were  based  on  the  percentage  basis 


for  the  most.  Mr.  Hurd’s  Sr.  209,  which  collected  7,680 
pounds,  winning  $5.00;  Jr.  30  won  the  second  prize  of 
$3.00  for  the  4,000  pounds  collected,  and  Jr.  346  won 
third  place  from  3,394  pounds.  Mr.  Hurd’s  room  made 
an  effort  to  put  their  room  over  by  driving  a  truck 
around  town  and  collecting  paper.  They  stored  all  the 
paper  in  Mr.  Hurd’s  garage  and  then  one  day  they  had 
a  paper  tying  bee  and  after  completing  the  work  they 
had  refreshments.  The  super  special  award  was  given 
at  a  general  assembly  at  the  close  of  the  drive.  Four 
outstanding  members  of  the  faculty  sang;  they  were 
Mr.  Hurd,  Mr.  Graham,  Mr.  Fortier  and  Mr.  Klauser. 
The  proceeds  of  the  drive  were  used  to  buy  equipment 
for  wounded  service  men  in  the  hospitals  all  over  the 
country. 

Then  there  were  the  War  Stamps  and  Bond  Sales  for 
which  a  goal  of  $51,000  was  set  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  Victory  Council  representatives  in  each  home¬ 
rooms  are  in  charge  of  the  sales  on  Tuesday  and  delivery 
on  Wednesday.  The  sales  included  the  selling  of  bonds 
and  stamps  outside  of  school.  The  Sixth  War  'Loan 
Drive  was  co-sponsored  with  the  Jr.  Red  Cross  and  the 
Seventh  Drive  was  also  initiated  before  the  close  of  the 
school  year. 

A  clothing  drive  was  also  sponsored  by  the  Victory 
Council. 

The  first  semester  officers  of  the  new  Victory  Council 
were  Albert  Nibbe,  president;  Marlin  Solis,  vice-presi¬ 
dent;  and  Kathryn  Swanson,  secretary-treasurer,  while 
the  second  semester  officers  are  Johnny  Simcic,  president;

Here  we  have  one  of  the  most  useful  organ- 
izasations  in  school,  the  Hall  Monitors.  It  is 
their  duty  to  see  that  the  halls  are  kept  orderly 
while  the  classes  are  in  session.

Every  Wednesday  in  room  225,  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Beginners  Slide  Rule  Club  is  held 
from  3:15  to  4:00  p.  m.  Our  club  is  opened  for 
all  students  who  are  interested  in  learning  a 
quick  and  easy  way  to  solve  mathematical  prob¬ 
lems — and  who  isn’t.  The  use  of  the  slip  stick 
is  not  wholly  confined  to  the  masculine  set,  as 
anyone  can  learn  to  operate  it  efficiently.

“W”  Band  Builds  School  Spirit,  Morale 


The  Waukegan  Township  High  School  Band 
has  achieved  another  year  of  success.  From  the 
starting  whistle  of  Drum  Major  Russell  Pugh  at 
the  beginning  of  the  football  season  last  Septem¬ 
ber,  to  the  last  downbeat  of  Mr.  Graham  at  the 
Spring  Concert,  which  was  held  on  May  17,  the 
band  proved  itself  a  valuable  asset  to  the  school. 
From  the  beginning  of  this  school  year,  the  band 
has  developed  in  intonation,  finesse,  and  balance. 

Preceding  the  Fall  Concert,  a  new  demerit 
system  was  applied.  Those  in  the  band  who  re¬ 
ceived  a  minimum  of  demerits  were  treated  to  a 
Steak  Dinner  at  the  Karcher  Hotel.  In  December 
the  band  played  Christmas  carols  for  the  South 
Genesee  street  U.S.O. 

One  of  the  major  problems  a  director  has  in 
keeping  a  good  band  from  year  to  year  is  the  task 
of  replacing  the  fifteen  to  thirty  graduating  mem¬ 
bers.  To  keep  good  oboe,  bassoon,  flute,  French 
horn  and  tuba  players  in  the  band  is  the  major 
problem.  We  students  do  not  realize  until  we 
have  been  in  the  band  for  four  years,  the  difficul¬ 


ties  of  keeping  a  balanced  instrumentation,  and 
developing  the  technical  skills  of  all  sections  to  a 
degree  of  efficiency  that  enables  the  band  to  give 
agreeable  performances,  concerts,  school  and  civic 
activities. 

Our  own  Mr.  Graham  has  a  reputation  among 
bandmen  throughout  the  state,  as  having  well 
balanced  bands,  and  developing  good  intonation. 
He  is  not  only  interested  in  the  progress  of  his 
students  while  in  high  school,  but  continues  to 
follow  their  activities  after  graduation. 

Due  to  the  graduation  of  many  of  the  advanced 
plavers,  the  band  did  not  have  such  a  bright  out¬ 
look  for  a  successful  year  in  the  fall  of  1944. 
However,  with  the  following  drills,  the  band  made 
rapid  improvement  in  musicianship,  long  tones, 
with  various  dynamics  to  develop  tone  quality 
and  breath  control,  chords  and  chord  progression 
to  develop  good  intonation  throughout  the  range 
of  the  instrument,  and  good  listening  habits,  and 
scale  studies  with  varied  phrasing  to  develop 
technique  and  phrasing. 
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Concert  Band  Is  Waukegan  High's  Pride 


The  band  did  much  toward  creating  a  wonder' 
ful  school  spirit  that  helped  give  the  incentive  to 
our  football  and  basketball  teams.  From  the  simple 
formation  at  the  first  few  games  to  the  more  com' 
plex  formations  at  the  end  of  the  football  season, 
the  band  contributed  much  to  the  entertainment 
of  the  crowd.  The  band  played  at  time'out 
intervals,  during  the  halves  and  between  games. 
However,  the  thrilling  moment  at  the  basketball 
games  was  the  flourish,  the  entrance  of  the  color 
guard  with  the  colors  accompanied  by  a  soft 
drum  roll,  the  raising  of  the  colors  with  the 
houselights  out,  and  a  spotlight  playing  on  the 
flag  while  the  band  played  our  National  Anthem. 
It  was  a  ceremony  that  made  a  lasting  impression 
on  the  visiting  players  and  coaches. 

The  band  played  for  many  patriotic  and  civic 
organisations  during  the  year.  Annually,  the 
band  plays  for  the  North  Chicago  Sharvin  Post 
American  Legion  on  Armistice  Day,  and  for  the 
Waukegan  Homer  Dahringer  Post  American  Le' 
gion  for  a  memorial  service  on  the  Sunday  evening 
nearest  Armistice  Day. 

The  band  presented  a  fall  and  spring  concert. 
Both  programs  were  excellent.  The  feature  soloist 
of  the  fall  concert  was  Mrs.  J.  Lloyd  Trump.  As 
usual,  the  Spring  Concert  presented  on  May  17, 
was  an  outstanding  performance.  The  two  novel' 


ty  numbers — Arioso  by  Bach,  and  Rienzi  Over' 
ture  by  Wagner,  were  the  highlights  of  the  band’s 
performance.  Russel  Pugh,  bassoon;  Norman 
Gudmunson,  violin;  Lowell  Salberg,  piano;  Duane 
Allen,  alto  clarinet;  and  the  cornet  trio,  consisting 
of  George  Drysdale,  Robert  Swerman,  and  Tom 
Mayfield  performed  in  an  excellent  manner. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  a  band  banquet 
was  held  in  the  high  school  cafeteria,  which  was 
attended  by  three  hundred,  including  parents  and 
friends.  The  band  boys  hope  this  will  become  an 
annual  affair. 

Mr.  Graham  feels  that  much  credit  for  the 
band’s  success  is  due  to  the  officers  and  band  boys, 
themselves.  He  gives  special  credit  to  Captain 
Russell  Pugh  for  his  excellent  qualities  of  leader' 
ship  and  musicianship. 

Many  former  members  of  the  band,  who  are 
now  in  service,  have  visited  the  band  during  the 
year,  and  all  spoke  of  the  value  of  the  training 
they  had  received  in  the  band.

Junior  Band  Is  Popular  Training  Group 


The  junior  Band  is  one  of  the  most  progressive 
organizations  in  W.T.H.S.  because  of  the  various 
means  by  which  a  student  learns  good  musician- 
ship.  In  the  Junior  Band  the  members  learn  the 
fundamentals  of  musical  training,  such  as,  good 
posture,  chords,  scales,  coordination,  rhythm,  and 
above  all,  courtesy.  These  are  the  basic  needs  to 
start  on  the  road  to  becoming  a  leader  in  music. 
In  music  as  in  any  other  field  of  work,  one  must 
begin  at  the  very  bottom  of  the  ladder  and  work 
up  the  rest  of  the  way.  That  is  the  sole  purpose 
of  the  Junior  Band;  to  help  the  beginners  in  music 
to  get  on  the  right  path  to  success. 

If  upon  entering  the  Junior  Band  a  student 
does  not  show  many  good  qualities  in  music,  he 
will  have  improved  immensely  by  the  time  he 
leaves.  After  he  has  shown  his  ability  to  master 
certain  tests,  he  is  eligible  for  a  tryout,  which  is 
held  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester,  for  the 
Senior  Band.  <£[ 


Every  two  weeks,  however,  a  tryout  is  given 
to  all  the  members  of  the  Junior  Band.  These 
tryouts  determine  the  standing  of  the  members 
and  as  to  what  position  he  will  hold  in  his  section. 
He  must  meet  with  the  requirements  for  good 
tone,  sight  reading  ability,  and  range.  Usually 
the  ones  in  the  first  three  chairs  of  each  section, 
go  to  the  Senior  Band  the  next  semester. 

Persons  in  the  Junior  Band  must  be  careful  in 
their  actions  and  must  obey  strict  orders  because 
of  the  demerit  system  which  is  like  that  of  the 
Senior  Band.  The  members  are  allowed  to  work 
off  their  demerits  by  coming  in  for  ninth  periods. 
One  ninth  period  takes  away  three  demerits. 

Almost  all  of  the  Junior  Band  players  eventually 
enter  the  Senior  Band  to  take  on  more  difficult 
work  and  more  responsibility  because  of  the  ex¬ 
cellent  training  received  while  in  the  Junior  Band. 
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Senior  Orchestra  ~  A  Miniature  Symphony 


The  W.T.H.S.  Orchestra  made  up  of  a  wood 
wind  section — consisting  of  two  flutes,  two  oboes, 
two  bassoons,  and  four  clarinets,  a  brass  section 
with  four  cornets,  two  French  horns,  two  trom- 
bones,  and  one  tuba  is  as  fine  as  can  be  found  in 
any  high  school.  Our  orchestra  is  lacking  in  the 
string  section,  because  there  is  little  work  done  in 
the  grade  schools  to  promote  and  encourage  the 
playing  of  the  violin  or  other  string  instruments. 

It  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  W.T.H.S. 
Orchestra  if  the  students  coming  in  as  freshmen 
from  the  various  grade  schools  would  have  been 
given  the  opportunity  to  receive  more  musical 
training  in  the  various  string  instruments.  How- 
ever,  those  who  are  members  of  the  Orchestra 
acquire  many  benefits  bestowed  upon  them  by  the 
excellent  training  when  participating  in  the  Or¬ 
chestra  as  a  group. 

Training  in  the  Orchestra  develops  indepen¬ 
dence  and  responsibility  in  the  individual  players. 


Because,  in  the  Orchestra  almost  everyone  has  a 
different  part  to  play,  he  cannot  wait  for  the  next 
person  to  play  it.  This  type  of  work  helps  to 
develop  responsibility,  if  there  is  much  solo  work 
done  in  the  selection. 

The  actual  playing  aids  the  student  to  acquire 
certain  tone  qualities  which  cannot  be  satisfactor¬ 
ily  attained  anywhere  else.  Good  intonation  is 
also  taught  to  be  recognized.  To  be  able  to  play 
in  the  Orchestra  is  one  of  the  first  steps  toward 
achieving  excellent  musicianship.  Mr.  Graham, 
who  has  been  in  charge  of  W.T.H.S.  orchestras 
for  many  years,  takes  particular  pride  in  his  pro¬ 
teges  and  he  has  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing 
many  of  his  students  make  names  for  themselves 
in  their  chosen  field  after  leaving  high  school. 
Director  Graham  believes  in  stressing  fundament¬ 
als  and  those  students  who  continue  their  study 
of  music  are  always  thankful  that  they  had  the 
opportunity  of  orchestra  training  in  high  school

Saturday,  April  21,34  students  from  the  W.T.- 
H.S.  band  and  orchestra,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Graham,  entered  the  music  contest  at  Whea- 
ton,  Illinois  and  came  back  with  four  first  places, 
ten  seconds,  and  six  thirds. 

The  4  firsts  were  masterfully  achieved  by  the 
soloists:  Russ  Pugh,  bassoon;  Eunice  Siewart,  mar¬ 
imba;  Duane  Allen,  alto  clarinet;  and  Bob  Hurd, 
oboe. 

The  second  places  were  won  by  soloists :  George

interpretation  or  technical  ability,  Division  III 
needs  further  development,  and  Division  IV  needs 
very  much  improvement.  Lor  rating  in  the  music 
contest  the  contestants  are  competing  against 
standards  of  achievement  and  not  against  each 
other.  Contestants  must  measure  up  to  a  very 
high  standard  before  being  considered  for  Divis¬ 
ion  I.

They  learned 
the  qualities  of  good  tone,  intonation,  and  in 
general  good  musicianship.

The  choral  department  of  W.T.H.S.  is  now  in  a  pre¬ 
cise  moment  of  activity.  The  several  different  clubs 
and  classes  are  preparing  for  the  coming  baccalaureate 
and  commencement.  Mr.  Karl  Klauser  is  the  W.T.H.S. 
choral  instructor. 

The  four  divisions:  bases,  altos,  tenors,  and  sopranos, 
are  learning  new  and  very  beautiful  songs  by  parts.

“Cry  Havoc ”  Portrays 


The  opening  night  of  “Cry  Havoc”,  the  Junior-Senior 
play,  found  a  huge  audience  stirred  by  the  immense 
bravery  and  resourcefulness  of  our  army  volunteer 
nurses  on  the  beseiged  island  of  Bataan. 

When  the  curtain  opened  the  interior  of  a  bomb¬ 
proof  shelter  near  Bataan,  originally  the  concrete  foun¬ 
dation  for  one  of  Bataan  Peninsula’s  big  coast  artillery 
guns  now  converted  into  sleeping  quarters  for  its  de¬ 
fenders,  was  revealed  to  the  audience.  The  shelter  is 
entered  from  the  road  above  by  means  of  a  flight  of 
stairs  in  the  rear  of  the  stage. 

The  scenery  which  was  painted  by  the  members  of 
the  stage  crew  and  construction  committees  took  plenty 
of  hard  work  and  was  well  worth  it.

The  story  itself  is  one  of  sacrifice  and  courage  in¬ 
volving  a  Nazi  traitor  and  the  girl’s  reaction  to  the 
rough,  grim  life  they  lead.  There  is  the  strong-minded 
doctor,  efficient  and  untroubled.  There  is  her  assistant, 
restrained  and  poised,  and  there  are  the  volunteer  nurses 
— a  vivacious  Southern  girl,  who  might  as  well  be  in  the 
Civil  War;  a  swaggering  bully;  a  couple  of  timid  art 
students  who  believe  the  war  is  a  religious  war;  an 
ex-burlesque  girl ;  a  big,  staggering  gal  from  a  lumber 
camp ;  and  the  inevtiable  spy.

June  Seniors  Play  “The  Cat  and  The  Canary ” 


The  June  1945  Class  chose  for  their  senior  play  the 
mystery-melodrama,  “The  Cat  and  the  Canary,”  which 
was  produced  in  the  Senior  Assembly  May  10,  11  and 
12,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Doris  Dixson.  Every 
moment  of  the  play  was  packed  full  of  suspense,  mystery, 
thrills,  and  comedy. 

In  a  gloomy  castle  on  the  Hudson,  the  plot  unfolds. 
At  the  time  of  his  death,  Cyrus  Canby  West  specified 
that  his  will  was  to  be  read  twenty  years  from  that 
night  just  at  the  stroke  of  midnight.  The  six  surviving 
heirs:  Harry  Blythe,  Susan  Sillsby,  Cicily  Young, 
Charles  Wilder,  Paul  Jones  and  Annabelle  West,  are 
gathered  together  on  that  night  by  the  family  lawyer, 
Roger  Crosby,  to  hear  the  reading  of  the  will.

Mammy 
Pleasant  does  not  help  matters,  with  her  spirits  and  warn¬ 
ings  of  death.  When  Annabelle  becomes  hysterical,  she 
is  accused  by  Susan  Sillsby,  a  female  with  an  acid 
temper,  of  being  as  mad  as  a  March  hare.  Annabelle 
proves  herself,  however,  by  finding  the  secret  panel  in 
which  Roger  Crosby’s  body  had  been  hidden.  Dr. 
Patterson,  a  sinister  and  mysterious  doctor,  only  adds 
to  Annabelle’s  panic.  The  blame  of  this  murder  is 
placed  on  an  escaped  lunatic  from  the  sanitarium  at 
Fairview.  Annabelle  is  alone  in  the  room  when  the 
lunatic  returns,  but  her  screams  bring  Hendricks,  a 
guard,  to  help  her.  Dashing  across  the  room,  Annabelle 
rips  a  mask  from  the  lunatic’s  face  and  discovers  to 
her  amazement  that  he  is  her  charming  cousin,  Charles 
Wilder,  and  the  guard  is  his  friend.

With  a  line  averaging  190  lbs.  per  man,  one  of  the 
heaviest  in  the  state,  New  Trier  took  an  early  lead  and 
maintained  it  throughout  the  game.

Morton’s 
offense  was  all  built  around  Ferd  Nadherney,  their  all- 
state  fullback.  He  proved  too  hard  to  stop  and  scored 
both  Morton’s  touchdowns  on  line  plunges.  In  the  last 
quarter  “Ike”  Coles  caught  a  pass  and  lateraled  to  W.  R. 
Kennedy  who  went  the  remaining  distance  for  the  Bull¬ 
dogs’  only  tally.  In  order  that  he  would  have  some 
idea  of  what  his  varsity  football  team  would  be  like, 
Coach  Leo  Singer  held  spring  football  practices.

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'W  Cage  Season  Topples  All  Local  Records 


Rated  as  one  of  the  best  teams  of  the  state, 
the  Waukegan  Bulldogs,  under  the  able  leader' 
ship  of  Coach  Wilbur  “Strings”  Allen,  had  one 
of  its  best  seasons  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
Coach  Allen,  hailing  from  New  Castle,  Indiana, 
where  he  coached  several  championship  teams, 
came  to  Waukegan  faced  with  the  problem  of 
forming  a  team  from  two  returning  lettermen 
and  his  own  son,  a  sophomore  who  had  already 
won  his  letter  on  the  New  Castle  team.  As  the 
season  progressed,  the  Bulldogs  mowed  down 
all  opposition.  Some  of  the  Bulldogs  victims 
were  West  Rockford,  Dundee,  Horace  Mann  of 
Gary,  Moline  and  Morton’s  mighty  Mustangs, 
whom  the  Bulldogs  whalloped  twice.  When  the 
season  ended  the  Bulldogs  were  at  the  top  of  the 
heap,  co'champions  of  the  Suburban  League 
along  with  Morton  of  Cicero. 


Also  new  to  Waukegan  fans  were  reserved 
seats.  Before  the  season  started  a  fan  bought  his 
season  ticket  which  had  a  seat  number  on  it.

M orley’s  Tankmen  Set  Neiu  Records 


It  has  been  said  by  Coach  Morley  that  this  was  the 
best  season  the  Waukegan  Mermen  have  seen  in  many 
a  year.  The  Mermen  swam  ten  meets,  winning  six, 
losing  two,  and  tying  two.  There  were  three  school 
records  broken  this  year,  the  220  yard  relay,  the  150 
yard,  medley  relay  and  the  50  yard  free  style. 

The  swimming  practice  started  in  September,  a 
short  time  after  school  opened,  and  in  this  way  the 
boys  were  in  the  pink  of  condition  when  the  date  for 
the  first  meet  rolled  around. 

The  most  outstanding  trip  the  team  made  was  to 
Horace  Mann  High  of  Gary,  Indiana.  There  was  a  lot 
of  excitement  about  this  trip,  because  of  the  fact  that 
Dr.  Trump  had  just  left  Horace  Mann.  The  basketball 
team  had  played  them  previously  and  won,  and  the 
swimming  team  had  to  live  up  to  Waukegan’s  standards. 
They  did!  They  swamped  Horace  Mann  42-24.  Wau¬ 
kegan  took  firsts  in  all  but  one  event  and  seconds  in 
all  but  three.  The  boys  of  Horace  Mann  said  Waukegan 
was  the  fastest  school  they  had  ever  met. 

The  first  record  broken  was  the  50  yard  free,  broken 
by  Bill  Leatherman  in  the  dual  meet  with  Evanston. 
The  time  was  changed  from  25.9  seconds  to  25.7  seconds. 
The  second  record  broken  was  the  150  yard  medley 
swam  by  Henry  Warnecke,  Jack  Fries  and  Bill  Leather- 
man.  This  record  was  broken  twice,  first  in  a  dual  meet 
with  Kenosha,  which  changed  the  time  from  30.9  seconds 
to  29.9  seconds.  The  second  record  was  broken  in  a 
dual  meet  with  New  Trier  in  which  the  time  was 
changed  from  29.9  to  28.5.  The  third  record  broken 
was  the  200  yard  relay.  Henry  Warnecke,  Jack  Fries, 
Mel  Fredbeck,  and  Bill  Leatherman  swam.

Revive  Interest  In 


The  firist  varsity  golf  match  against  Morton 
began  a  new  era  for  Waukegan  linksmen.  For 
the  past  five  years  the  Bulldogs  had  not  been  rep- 
resented  in  the  greens  game.  The  overwhelming 
defeat  of  a  fighting  Morton  aggregation  showed 
that  Golf  had  again  returned  to  the  list  of  Bulb 
dog  sports.  A  glance  at  past  records  shows  that 
Waukegan  has  always  been  well  represented  in 
this  field.  In  1928  Alex  Drinka  won  the  State 
singles  title.  Subsequent  teams  have  taken  sub' 
urban  and  district  match  play  titles. 

This  year’s  team  was  ably  coached  by  Stanley 
“Biff”  Tomkovikc,  who  gave  generously  of  his 
time  to  build  a  strong  Bulldog  links  team.  Two 
three-strike  putts  on  the  eighteenth  green  told  the 
tale  as  Waukegan  lost  a  heartbreaker  to  Mc¬ 
Henry,  last  year’s  runners-up  for  the  State  title, 
9-6.  The  Waukegan  boys  were  led  by  their 
mighty  mite  and  captain,  Pat  Rouse,  who  blazed 
home  with  a  brilliant  78. 

The  first  team  to  feel  the  full  fury  of  re¬ 
bounding  Bulldog  onslaught  was  Highland  Park. 
The  Bulldog  attack  was  spearheaded  by  Harry 
Smith,  who  fired  a  sparkling  80  over  the  tough 
Glen  Flora  links  as  Waukegan  won  a  decisive

9-6  victory.  The  other  members  of  the  Bulldog 
Big  Four  are  the  long  distance  hitters,  A1  Smith 
and  Joe  Dodich,  who  have  consistently  scored 
around  85-90.  Rouse,  Dodich  and  the  two  Smiths 
are  the  nucleus  upon  which  the  team  is  built. 
Contesting  for  the  No.  five  spot  are  Rudy  Grum, 
Bill  Pucin,  Jack  Charron  and  Don  Hoffman. 

In  a  practice  match  a  strong  reserve  squad 
made  up  of  Jack  Charron,  Bill  Pucin,  Manley 
Zanco,  Louis  Vasseur  and  Don  Hoffman,  decis¬ 
ively  defeated  Zion-Benton.  Next  year’s  squad 
based  on  the  big  four  and  other  returning  letter- 
men  should  be  a  major  power  in  State  prep  golf 
circles.

This  year  the  G.A.A.  and  Girls’  League  sponsored 
the  annual  Penny  Carnival  on  October  21.  G.A.A.  and 
Girls’  League  members  worked  hard  to  make  this  years’ 
the  best.  The  gym  was  lined  on  both  sides  with  con¬ 
cessions;  the  Dolphin  Club  presented  three  shows  during 
the  evening;  and  many  booths  such  as  “Bingo”.  “Bean 
Bag”,  and  “Penny  Toss”  were  thronged  by  the  gay 
crowds  of  young  people.  Florence  Pavelick  was  the 
G.A.A.  general  chairman. 

The  G.A.A.  was  a  stirring  organization.  Something 
was  always  going  on  for  its  members  throughout  the 
whole  week.  Mondays  it  was  bowling;  Tuesday  and 
Thursdays,  team  or  individual  sports;  and  on  Wednes¬ 
days  and  Fridays,  life  saving.  Hikes  were  planned,  both 
on  bike  and  on  foot,  out  to  Bowen  Country  Club,  the 
Dunes,  and  out  into  the  country.  Many  of  the  members 
took  an  active  part  in  the  water  show,  Aquatic  Fan- 
tacies,  this  year.

The  first  school 
award  is  the  pin  which  requires  SO  activity  points  and 
50  health  points,  the  second,  school  numerals,  500  hun¬ 
dred  activity  points  and  100  health  points,  the  last  is 
the  “W”,  1000  activity  points  and  200  health  points.

The  highest  of  the  two  is  the  state 
emblem  which  requires  1600  activity  points  and  400 
health  points;  next  is  the  state  “I”,  1300  activity  points 
and  300  health  points.

|  T  nder  the  supervision  of  Captain  Mark  E. 
^  Herbst,  Professor  of  Military  Science  and 
Tactics,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Master  Ser¬ 
geant  John  Holly,  the  R.O.T.C.  this  year  has 
become  more  important  and  necessary  than  ever. 
The  great  war  has  given  a  new  emphasis  to  the 
military  training  of  youth. 

The  training  of  a  cadet  includes  rigid  instruc¬ 
tion  in  such  subjects  as  company  and  platoon  drill, 
commando  exercises,  map  reading,  rifle  marks¬ 
manship,  and  army  organization.

R  0  TC  Training  Is  Well  Rounded 


UPON  entering  the  unit  the  new  cadet  is  first 
assigned  to  a  company  and  then  he  is  issued 
a  uniform.  As  he  steps  into  his  uniform  he  is 
given  his  rank  as  private. 

The  first  steps  in  drill  are  then  taken.  The  new 
cadet  learns  how  to  stand  at  attention,  parade 
rest,  and  how  to  salute,  do  facings,  and  march. 
After  he  has  become  proficient  in  all  these  basic 
movements  he  is  taught  the  manual  of  arms.  This 
takes  in  the  movements  with  the  rifle  while  at  a 
halt  and  while  marching.  Later,  if  the  cadet  pro- 
gresses  properly,  he  will  be  taught  extended  order 
drill  and  something  of  battle  formations. 

Another  phase  of  his  training  is  in  theoretical 
work.  Here,  under  the  tutelege  and  guidance  of 
the  cadet  officers,  he  is  taught  many  useful  and 
important  subjects.  They  include  courtesy  and 
discipline,  military  policy,  sanitation  and  first  aid, 
rifle  marksmanship,  map  reading,  military  organ- 
Ration,  infantry  weapons,  scouting  and  patroling, 
and  other  equally  important  topics. 

Thus  we  can  easily  see  that  in  the  single  period 
a  day  that  each  cadet  has  military  he  is  kept 
usefully  employed. 


In  the  process  of  training  a  cadet  there  are  in¬ 
numerable  technical  data  and  skills  that  must  be 
imparted.  The  young  officers  must  first  master 
the  details  themselves  before  they  can  hope  to  do 
an  efficient  job  of  transmitting  the  information  to 
their  subordinates.  World  War  II  has  revealed 
many  new  technical  problems  that  must  be  incor¬ 
porated  into  the  cadet’s  curriculum.  Map  reading 
and  rifle  marksmanship  are  skills  that  have  been 
given  renewed  emphasis.  They  have  long  been 
regarded  as  basic  essentials,  but  the  War  has 
tended  to  make  them  of  first  importance. 

During  the  company  drill  period,  cadet  officers 
take  full  charge  of  the  instruction  and  drill  of  the 
cadets  and  thus  acquire  valuable  training.  Every 
officer  is  fully  responsible  for  the  performance  of 
the  cadets  placed  under  his  charge.  Any  failure 
on  the  cadet’s  part  is  regarded  as  the  responsibility 
of  his  leader.  An  officer  who  cannot  achieve  some 
degree  of  success,  who  fails  to  correct  the  mistakes 
of  his  men,  who  cannot  lead  the  element  in  his 
charge  with  discipline  and  order,  is  a  failure  and 
is  soon  removed.  Discipline  is  a  prime  necessity 
in  military  life  and  without  it  no  unit  can  succeed.
